HORRIBLE 

ACCIDENT 



^ Geors:e Miller, of thl*City 
Burned to Death in 
Tunnel at Emanuel. 

George Miller, ajied '20, wat 
burned todektb in the tunnel 
north of Rmanoel Intt 8ond*y 
iiiRlit at al)i»ut 12 o'clock, and 
lireman £ph Kidner and engi- 
neer Jenninge were dftngeroaely 
injured. 

Miller was head brakeinan on 
tbe orew and was riding in the 
engine end bed been aboveling 
down coal for the flremen until 
they reached tlic tunnel when 
be elinbed down to within front 
of the Mrebox where the firemen 

was slioveling in coal when e 
part of the boiler blew out and 
the full force of the explosion 
and escaping steam structc him 
and the fireman. The enKlneer 
who was riding in the cab was 
not so badly burned and was 
able to araist in rescuing the in- 
jured men wild were fukcii to 
Corbin on a relief train, and 
Oeorgo Miller died ftt 8:80 Mon- 
day morning. Mr. Ridner is 
yet alive and hopes are enter- 
tained for his recovery and Mr. 
Jennings is badly burned but 
not dangerously. 

It is said that all Uwee men 
were practioally new men at 
their work. Jennings, while 
haying passed the examitiation 
two years ago, bad only made 
five or six trips, while Ridner 
had only Ikm'ii (111 ttbiuif a iiioiitli 
and Miller had been un the road 
only six week*. Whether or net 
t!ie accident was due to a defect 
in the boiler or tt» the inexperi- 
ence liuDiiliiit; ib not known. 

Ueorge Miller's father and sis- 
ter^live at Williamsburg but he 
bad lived here nwMt of his life 
and counted this bis home, and 
his remaine were brought here 
for burial, where his grandmoth- 
er Mrs. Culton and aunts Mrs. 
A. W. Hopper and Mn. H. W. 
Bowman live. 

iiis funeral was conduuied at 
the M. E. Gharoh Tueeday after- 
noon by R«v. Overly, pastor of 
that church and lie Mas buried 
at the Oity Cemetery, 

He was JJO yean, five months 
and seven days old and leaves a 
tat her, one brother, one sister, 
and a number of relatives and 
friends who were shocked and 
grieved to learn of his death and 
who deeply mourn his lots. He 
had a large list of friends and 
was liked by all who knew l»ini. 

He was employed at the local 
telephone exchange before going 
on the road and was always 
trustworthy and reliable.

For the first 
time since the organization of the 
government your candidacy has in- 
terjected this, as so many believe, 
revolutionary issue into practical 
poUtica.

The Governor was rhary about 
discussing the snhject, and would 

not .-uliiiit th.-it the I'resiileiil had 
indicated a preference tor hiin, as 
did 60 per cent of the committee a 
day or two alter the death of Vice 
I'resident Sherman. 

Mr. Iladley did say, however, 
that tbe future of the Republican 
parly was discussed when he was 
with \lr. Taft, and on this subject 
he said: 

"1 have not changed my mind, 
and still belive that the Repuljlicao 
party notwithstanding its defeat on 
Tuesday caa be made a powerful 
agency for good government. 

"We have a bard problem ahead 
of us, I will admit, and it is a 
(piestinn o( just what we can do or 
what ought to be done, lieing so 
soon after the election it is difficult 
to suggest any plan for the future 
upbuilding of the party, but it 
wo'ilil seem that the leaders or 
men who have held high official posi- 
tions under the party should get to* 
gcther in conference and devise sonic 
general line of aetion. The organi- 
zation is pretty generally retained 
in the States, and there is a basu 
upon which to work." 

The President himself will make an 
earnest effort, in conjunction with 
Republican leaders from every sec- 
tion, to rehabilitate his party, and 
numerous confercnoca will be held at 
the White House from this time on 
and through the wintor.

ter's own State, for Mr. Taft was 
second in New York also. 

In defeat the President is able to 
felicitate such Republicans as did 
pull I hroui^li against heavy odds— 
candidates for Congress and Gov- 
ernor and other Stnte nnd local of- 
fices, and fnited States Senators 
who are up for re-election.
